A Dominion-wide call for 2,500 
mechanics of every description to 
form the new No. 1 Base Ordnance 
Workshop, Canadian Army, which 
will leave for overseas within 90 
days of its formation, has been is- 
sued from Ottawa. 

Alberta will erideavor to contribute 
to this call and Major J. H. Gainor, 
M.C., district recruiting officer, M.D. 
13, will leave for a tour of points 
in the province Wednesday, to 
gather recruits for this new unit. 
All told, some 1,500 motor mechanics, 
200 wireless or radio mechanics, 100 
electricians especially qualified in 
automotive ignition and rewiring, 50 
cooks and at least 500 of the follow- 
ing mixed trades — instrument 
makers, watchmakers, fitters, ma- 
chinists, toolmakers, precision grind- 
ers, body workers, tinsmiths, weld- 
ers and driver mechanics—are re- 


quired. ‘

clal trades pay, which will amount 
to $122.05 per month for a married 
man with two children, and for a 
single man $63.45.

Beyond Powers of 
Legislature—Interferes 
With Federal Law 


OTTAWA, Dec. 2.—A majority of 
the Supreme Court of Canada to- 
day decided the Alberta Debt Ad- 
justment Act of 1937 as amended in 
subsequent years is unconstitutional 
and beyond the powers of the leg- 
islature of the province. 

The decision was made on a rei- 
erence to the court by the federal 
government for an opinion on the 
soundness of the act which the fed- 
eral authorities contended was an 
invasion of the federal parliament's 
jurisdiction over bankruptcy and in- 
solvency. 

The act set up a “Debt Adjust- 
ment. Board” and provided that no 
proceedings could be taken to en- 
force payments of debts by “resi- 
dent debtors” or “resident farmers” 
in Alberta without the written con- 
sent of the board. 


The majority judgment was 
written by Chief Justice Sir Lyman 
Duff and concurred in by Justices 
T. Rinfret, H. H. Davis, Patrick 
Kerwin, A. B. Hudson and Robert 
Taschereau. 

Mr. Justice O. S. Crocket in a dis- 
senting judgment held the act was 
not ultra vires “except insofar as 
its proyisions may be found to con- 
flict with any existing Dominion 
legislation strictly relating to any of 
the classes of subjects enumerated 
in section 95:of The British North 
America Act or as being necessarily 


—ineidental to the particular: sabject- 


matter upon which the parliament 
of Canada has undertaken to leg- 
islate as falling within one or other 
of the said enumerated heads.” 

In the reference the Supreme 
Court was asked to say first, if the 
act was ultra vires in whole or in 
part and then, if it was operative in 
respect of a number of different 
types of suits for the recovery of 
money. 

UNABLE TO ANSWER 

As the majority found the act 
ultra vires in whole it also found it 
inoperative in respect of the suits 
mentioned in the secondary quesr 
tions. | 

Mr. Justice Crocket who held the 
act not ultra vires except where it 
conflicted with federal legislation 
Was unable to answer the secondary 
questions about particular actions 
with a similar qualification. 

The court’s decision marked an- 
other step in the long controversy 
over federal and provincial powers 
which arose from the attempt of 
Alberta’s Social Credit government 
to give effect to its financia)] poli- 
cies.
